DAYTON, OHIO -- More 
than 40 years ago, five young 
Black airmen stood stiffly at 
attention on Tuskegee Air 
Field in Alabama for their gra- 
duation in an era of racial 
segregation.

Affirmative action

The rhetoric has certainly remained fundamentally the x 
ee same. The statement in the Justice Department's legal brief 
in an affirmative action case from the Jackson, Michigan, 
* school district says it succintly: the 14th Amendment to the 
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U.S. Constitution “forbade all legal distinctions based on 
race or color.” ' 

However, since the Stotts vs. Memphis Fire Department 
case, in which the U.S. Supreme Court overturned a layoff 
which protected the rights of recently-hired Black workers 
over long-term white employees, the Justice Department 
has redoubled its efforts to destroy all vestiges of affirma- 
tive action in the United States. 

One of the cases comes particularly close to home: the 
Justice Departments intervening on behalf of the firefigh- 
ters’ union in Cleveland to oppose a consent decree which 
mandates promotions for Black and Hispanic firefighters. 

Five years ago, during his debate with then-President 
Jimmy, Carter, President Reagan told the American people 
that he did not know of racial discrimination in his home- 
town of Dixon, Il. -- even though a Black man had been 
lynched in Dixon during his stay there. 

This same fairy-tale, fantasy view of racism apparently 
infects the Justice Department. They have turned 400 years 
of American history on its head, and have made the victims 
of discrimination into the victimizers. “Everything in Amer- 
ica would be all right,” they seem to be telling us, “if we 
could just go back to a society in which race and color don't 
matter.” : 

In aperfect world, such idealism would be admirable. But 
this is not a perfect world. The U.S. Supreme Court speak- 
ing in a case several years ago, recognized the unique 
nature of American racism by noting that a Black man’s 
color is a “badge of slavery” which cannot be easily dis- 
counted or washed away. 

Unfortunately, when many whites see that badge, they 
continue to react as they did 100, 200 -- or even 20 years 
ago. 

ar hare has been progress in the hiring of Blacks in Amer- 
ica. According to the Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission, Blacks now make up approximately four per- 
cent of all the nation’s managers, up from 2.4 percent in 
1972. To argue that this could have been done without 
affirmative action is absurd. 

,But Black unemployment remains double that of whites, 


aduates are slightly.more likely to 
=. be employe n white high st afaaveressTo argue 


that barriers to Black progress no longer exist is also 
absurd. 

in fact. itis absurd to argue that Blacks -- who have been 
discriminated against as a group, not as individuals -- 
should not have rights as a group, and not as individuals. 
And it is just as absurd for this administration to argue that 
individual discrimination complaints are an appropriate 
way to resolve issues of discrimination, since such cases 
are usually time-consuming, costly, and difficult to prove 
legally - - and since this administration has proposed a cut 
in the EEOC’s budget. . 

Affirmative action must stand. It is a very important part 
of the solution to a complex problem. Admittedly it does 
cause some dislocation; but it causes much less disloca- 


tion to whites than what 400 years of discrimination have 


caused to Blacks. 
We hope that one day this administration will realize that, 
and call off its dogs on the trail of affirmative action. 


Youth gangs: myth or reality? 


Youth gangs? Are they, or are they nota serious problem 
in Ohio cities? 

The answer to that question seems to be yes. and no.-An 
informal telephone survey of our editors and correspond- 
ents around the state produced conflicting answers, some- 
times from the same source. 

Yes, in every major city there are at least sporadic out- 
breaks of vandalism or violence which can be attributed to 
idle and restless young people. 


No, these bands of young people are not officially recog-: 


nized as “gangs” by law enforcement authorities. 

This is not to say that city officials are necessarily ignor- 
ing the ominous rumblings which can be heard emanating 
from the inner-city neighborhoods of urban Ohio. 

tn both Cleveland and Columbus, where the gangs -- if 
such they can be called -- seem to be more “gang-like,” city 
officials and police are monitoring their activity closely 
while at the same time publicly playing down their 
significance. 

The prevailing theory is that to give the gangs publicity is 
to give them a sort of criminal legitimacy and spur the 
would-be gangsters on to even more destructive behavior. 

We do not necessarily disagree with this policy, if it can 
be shown to be effective in the effort to stem the tide of 
juvenile violence. 

As unofficial guardians of the First Amendment, we do 
tend to get nervous when officials seem to be calling a 
spade a shovel. for whatever reason. 

We urge our readers throughout Ohio to carefully moni- 
tor the status of juvenile crime problems in your locale. | 

Are your city officials doing enough of the right things to 
control the problems? Or are they attempting to sweep a 

growing problem under the rug? Your thoughts on this and 
other subjects of public interest are invited for possible 
publication in our “Letters to the Editor” section.

The Justice Department, an 
avowed foe of affirmative action 
plans which depend on some sort 
of preferrential treatment for 
Blacks and women, is arguing in 
several cases now going before 
the U.S. Supreme Court that all 
such plans violate the constitu- 
tional rights of white males. 

The case in Cleveland began in 
1982, when the city’s Black fire- 
fighters filed suit against city 
government alleging that the city 
had exhibited a pattern of discrim- 
ination in the promotion of Blacks 
in the fire department. In 1984. the 
City of Cleveland signed aconsent 
order requiring preferential treat- 


ment in the promotion of Black * 


and Hispanic firefighters 

White firefighters sued. alleging 
that the consent decree violated 
their rights. The Sixth Circuit 
Court of Appeals, in a close vote, 
held that the consent decree was 
constitutional. 

A brief has been filed on behalf 
of the white firefighters. arguing 
that such preferences are uncon- 
stitutional. In a different case. the 
Justice Department said the 14th 
Amendment “forbid all legal dis- 
tinctions based on race or color” -- 


because of their race or color. 
The only exception to this rule 
would be in cases where the indi- 
vidual can prove that he has béen 
personally discriminated against.

Blacks are movirig into high- 
ranking corporate positions, as 
well as onto the boards of 
major corporations. And, that 
corporate sensitivity opens 
opportunities for other Biacks 
in lower management and pro- 
fessional positions. 

What is the key to getting 
ahead within the corporate 


community? Warren Tyler, 
Director of Ohio Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency and a 
former vice-president at State 
Savings, believes that most 


* people -- Black or white—mov- 


ing through the corporate 
ranks need a “mentor” to assist 
them to the top. 

Frasier agrees with that, not- 
ing that there are some instan- 
ces where “somebody gets a 
nudge because there's a god- 
father.” But attendant with the 
opportunity is also the risk: 
what if | choose the wrong god- 
father? wil | hitch my wagon to 
a falling star? , 

Mentors or godfdthers are 
usually white, for a simple rea- 
son: there is nobody Black at 
the highest levels to be a men- 
tor. One Black assistant vice- 
president at a major Columbus 
bank says that “because we 
don't have enough Blacks in 
management positions, we still 
don't have the network. That's 
going to take another five to 10. 
years,” as Blacks get into the 
“pipeline,” he said. 

“The pipeline”. Another key 
piece of the puzzie. All the 
major players interviewed for 
this series note that there just 
are not enough Blacks in key 
professional positions to 
dramatically increase the 
numbers of Blacks in the upper 
levels. 

Next, we will explore why so 
few are there -- it's called the 
“Cicely Tyson syndrome.”
